Two men died early Saturday 
morning in a fatal crash on Route 
173 in Antioch. The cause of the 
accident is not known. 

The driver, Gordon Ellul, 30, 
of Frankfurt, 111. and Timothy 
Snyder, age 31, of Lake Villa, both 
died Sunday in a Milwaukee 
hospital as a result of their 
injuries. "The injuries were 
substantial," said Lieutenant 
Charles Watkins of the Antioch 
PoUce Department 

Police are still investigating 
the cause of the accident "From 
the scenie of the accident, it 
appears the vehicle, which was 
traveling east bound, slowly 



-drifted off the road," said 
Watkins. The car apparently 
traveled 200 feet on the shoulder 
of the road before Idtting a tree. 
"There were no skidrmarks," 
added Watkins. 

"The only marks we saw were 
the marks in the gravel as they 
traveled along the shoulder," 
explained Watkins. "There was 
no evidence of any braking." 

Blood samples were taken at 
the hospi^ and toxicology tests 
will be performed by the 
coroner's office. The results 
should be back in a few weeks. 

The' accident occurred 
approximately .2 of a mile east of 
Savage Road.

Agency receives first ever 
decade dredging permit

The Chairman of ^e Fox- 
Waterway Agency was delisted 
upon hearing news of the 
issuance of a 10-year pennit 

"^e worked on jdiis for over a 
year," said Dr. William C. Dam. 
"This is exciting." 

Two permits were received 
from the U.S. Army Corps July 14, 
a day to go down in histoiy as this 
has never been done before. 

"I think it shows the Corps 
confldencc in the agency," said 
executive director Karen Kabbcs. 
The two permits, one for rak- 
ing and the other for dredging the 
waterways, will "definitely" save 
money for the agency, and time 
forboth the agency andthe Corps. 
For several years the agency 
has been dredging and raking dif- 
ferent areas of the Chain and the 
Fox River, and each time, obtain- 
ing a •permit was an easy task. 
However, the agency had to deal 
with a considerable lag time. 

"In the past, we had to wait for 
the Corps to put out a public 
notice," explained Kabbes about 
each permit "That takes 20 to 30 
days." 

The idea for the lO-ycar per- 
mit good until Dec. 31, 2004 came 
about when the Corps decided it 
could save some work by issuing 
just one for the next decade. 

Every late fall or eaily winter, 
the agency plaiis to go throu^ a 
proposal widi the Corps about the 
woik to be performed the next year. 
In order to preserve the fishes 
spawning time in early spring, 
the agency has agreed not to do 
any dredging until after June 1 of 
each year. 

this was determined after 
public comments came back 
from concerned homeowners, 
the Illinois Department of 
Conservation, and state, federal, 
and local officials. 

Several other issues were also 
pointed out by Kabbes. At least 
seven days prior to any dredging, 
the Agency must submit the fol- 
lowing for approval by the Corps:

its. Controversial subsidies 
would be at risk. But liberals 
would have their moment in 
court, too.

Should the mea- 
sure reach the floor and be 
Judged a success by members, 
future Congresses would not 
have to confine "A to Z" session 
to but one time a year. There 
could be any number of these 
money-cutting attempts. 

The president calls for coop- 
eration on his legislation from 
members of the minority party 
and then he proceeds to make it 
impossible for me to support the 
legislation. An example is his 
welfare reform plan. He 
promised he would "end welfare 
as we know it," and that certainly 
has my support But, unfortu- 
nately, When his measure was 
sent over from the White House, 
it looked like the same old story. 

It called for an increase of 
over $2 billion in welfare spend- 
ing, whereas the minority party 
welfare plans put spending caps 
on major welfare spending pro- 
grams. He does little to attack 
illegitimacy. The Republican 
plan calls for the need to stop 



cash subsidies for illegitimate 
children, while continuing to 
provide food and medical cover- 
age for mothers and children. 
The president would continue 
welfare for aliens, while the . 
minority plan would cut off wel- 
fare for legal and illegal aliens. 

We failed again this year to 
abolish the National Endovyiinent 
for the Arts by cutting off federal 
funding for the agency. HowcVer, 
we did pick up additional sup- 
port this year as .113 members 
supported our position that 
hmding the arts is unconstitu- 
tional. In 1787, at the 
Constitutional Coiivcntion in 
Philadelphia, tlic . Founding 
Fathers opposed spending tax- 
payer dollars for the arts. We 
were successful this year in 
chopping $3.4 million from the 
$171.1 million the House 
Appropriations Committee 
approved for the agency. While I 
introduced legislation based on 
the unconstitutional nature of 
the agency, I was also. very con- 
cerned over some of the contro- 
versial projects v\4ilch have been 
funded by the NGA. .We also 
pointed out that private contri- 
butions to the arts in the United 
States last year amounted to over 
$9 billion, and there was no need 
for additional taxpayer dollars. 
Rest assured, I will continue the 
drive to end this expenditure of 
tax money.

The division of assets would 
eliminate the entire education 
fund and tear into the working 
cash fund, leaving only a balance 
of $185,000. By doUig this, pro- 
grams at die schools would have to 
be cut The district is estimating it 
will lose roughly $90,000 of interest 
income annually if they are unable 
to Invest cash reserves. This repre- 
sents, die loss of three teaching 
positions.

.certificates were Issued for a 
Waukcgan and Antioch Rail Road 
Company. After a year or so, tliat- 
plan was given up. 

Wisconsin Central then laid 
the tracks through the village in 
1886. It has been reported that 
rail workers were putting in sixty 
feet at a time in only five minutes.

"I have always felt the 
150-foot no-wake area was a 
good place to start Implementing 
some of the findings of the EIS 
and I would hate to see another 
'wbrttiless study," she said. 

The goal of the EIS was to 
minimize the environmental 
Impacts, maximize' safety, and 
improve the many uses and ben- 
ents of the Chain. Martini feels 
that the waterway agency should 
be the sponsor of the implemen- 
tation of the alternatives offered 



by the corps. 

"I feel this no-wake/no- 
mboring hearing will be the 
first step in the process by 
allowing public involvement in 
the future planning of a full 
comprehensive plan to address 
water quality and water safety 
issues," explained Martini. "In 
my opinion this no wake- area 
will provide an area for swim-

Lake County's established 
environmental activists arc 
Joining forces to make county 
residents aware of the poten- 
tial health, safety and environ- 
mental risks associated with 
the proposed expansion of the 
Countryside . Landfill near 
Grayslakc. 

The coalition, to date is 
comprised ofjllinols Citizen 
Action (ICA) and Citizens of 
Lake County for environmen- 
tal Action Reform (CLEAR).. 
Witnesses .and expert testimo- 
ny will be presented alleging 
unsafe and potentially haz- 
ardous conditions at the land- 
fill to the Lake County 
Pollution Control Board, 
according to Earl Johnson, 
executive director of ICA. The 
coalition will also notify its 
members and area residents of 
concerns regarding USA Waste 
Services, Inc., the landfill's 
owner and operator. 

Hearings began July 8 in the 
county building on USA 
Waste's application to double 
the land area and height of the 
former ARF Landfill. 

The board is expected to 
recommend whether to 
approve or deny the applica- 
tion to the full county board 
later this month, USA Waste 
must also seek approval from 
the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (lEPA) 
before it can proceed. 

"Uniting the resources of 
the two groups will provide 
more credible and compelling 
opposition to the expansion 
plan, because combined, our 
coalition represent approxi- 
, matcly 1,200 Lake County resi- 
!: dents," Johnson said. Although 



Grayslakc and Libc'rtyyillc. 
have signed or are considering 
lucrative agreements from 
USA Waste, in return for their 
support, Johnson said there 
arc a significant number of 
residents who do not want the 
landfill to remain open for 
another 20 years. . 

"We haVe our own experts 
reviewing the application and 
lEPA documents to identify 
areas in which the existing 
landfill and the expansion 
provide reasonable and legiti- 
mate health risks. to the citi- 
zens of Lake County," Johnson 
said. "We arc prepared to pre- 
sent this information at the 
hearing and before the county 
board." 

CLEAR, formed in 1987 to 
oppose the first landfill expan- 
sion attempt, has taken a less 
active role than in 1967-88, 
particularly because of USA 
Waste's strategy of approach- 
ing county board members 
prior to commencement of the - 
siting hearing. 

In addition to this, the sign- 
ing of host-community, agree- 
ments between USA Waste and 
Grayslakc, Prairie Crossing 
and SWALCO have given the 
perception that the applica- 
tion process Is the "mother of 
all done deals," said Christine 
Geisclhart, chairperson of the 
800 member organization. 

"We see growing opposition 
to the landfill and realize that 
with the fight being waged by 
Round Lake Park, we may have 
an opportunity to stop the 
expansion from happening," 
Geisclhart said. "Our priority 
work with ICA and other envi- 
ronmental groups on common 



Issues will help us plan and 
execute a , well-organized 
grass-roots campaign. Wc wel- 
come and encourage the 
involvement of any and* all 
concerned residents." 

Neighborhood spokespeo-- 
pic and CLEAR members met 
with representatives of USA 
Waste last February to discuss 
a so-cailcd "host-community 
agreement" regarding the 
landfill. A letter, dated Feb. 25, 
outlined examples of commu- 
nity compensation USA Waste 
may consider providing if 
CLEAR publicly endorsed the 
expansion. Such compensa- 
tion included some or all of 
the substantial cost to build 
parks, playgrounds, swimming 
pools, libraries, traffic lights, 
water and sewer lines and 
solid-waste disposal services. 

Geisclhart • notified USA 
Waste in a letter dated March 5 
that the CLEAR Board and 
neighborhood representatives 
unanimously agreed that it 
would be inappropriate... to 
publicly support the landfill 
expansion plan as it is current- 
ly proposed. 

CLEAR remains concerned 
about noxious odors that emit 
from the site, the potential 
loss of neighboring property 
values, the effect of hazardous 
materials on the lea'chatc and 
its interaction with the ground 
water, the acceptability of the 
site for continued use as a 
landfill and the involvement of 
ARF Landfill owner, Robert F.

The maiden voyage is expect- 
ed in April of 1996. The trip will 
initially include stops at Antioch,

The overall trip is expected to 
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take 90 minutes. From 

Libertyville, 70 minutes. The 
Wisconsin Central segment is 
approximately 41 miles in length 
. from the Antioch coach yard site 
on the Wisconsin border to the 
junction where the trains will 
switch from the Wisconsin 
Central line to the Metra 
Milwaukee District West tracks. 
The total length of the run will be 
53 miles. At River Grove com- 
muters will be able to transfer to 
other Metra lines. - 

One of the problems the rail- 
ways arc working on is that the 
Wisconsin Central line is a single 
track line, that has been used 
solely for frciglit for many years. 
Railroad experts have purchased 
a simurator to work on the sched- 
uling problem. With only a single 
track line, trains must pull off 
onto- sidings when they come 
upon trains running in different 
directions or faster moving trains. 
Without split-second sched- 
uling, huge delays can be expect- 
ed. This occurred on the train 
preview when public officials had 
an unexpected 45 minute stop 
while a southbound train came 
by. Rail officials, however, reas- 
sured the group that by April of 
1996, these problems will be 
taken care of. 

In addition to commuters on 
their way to and from work, the 
line is also expected to be a big 
help to those traveling to O'Hare 
Airport. Chicago residents as well 
as those living along tlic line will 
have a non-car alternative to the 
airport. Ilie O'Hare Station will 
become an important intermodcl 
station that will allow transfers 
between Metra service and the 
Airport Transit System, conunon- 
ly called the people mover. Rail 
officials are currently working 



with Amtrack and the City of 
Chicago to develop the O'Hare 
Station to connect with a pro- 
posed exteiision of the people 
mover. However, initially, It Ls 
likely that a shuttle-bus wiU take 
travelers from the train to the 
people mover. 

A rail yard is to be built in 
Antioch along the Illinois and 
Wisconsin border. At a cost of 
roughly $A million, the yard will 
initially hold 45 cars using, four 
tracks. A locker room will be built 
for rail employees. Rail officials 
assured the group that the yard 
will "go around any wetlands," so 
that the natural environment will 
not be disturbed. 

It is unknown what the ticket 
prices will be for the new route. 
However, it is expected that the 
five-mile formula, used on other 
lines, will apply. 

After many years of plan- 
ning, Lake County residents 
will actually sec the physical 
work on the line begin in the 



fall. The platforms for Antioch, 
Lake Villa, Vernon Hills, Buffalo 
Grove will be constructed this 
fall. Trackwork has already 
begun, and residents can see 
the railroad tics that have been 
placed along the tracks. Over 
47,000 wood ties will, he 
installed. ' 

Construction on the yard will 
also begin in September. , The 
sale of the property to Metra is 
almost finalized. Fresh rock beds 
for the tracks will be put into 
place and work wUl begin on the 
grade crossings, which Include 
signal'rcplacement and possibly 
some crossing arms will be 
added. 

In 1995, the remaining plat- 
forms will be completed along 
with the stations and parking 
lots.

Ridership on Metra commuter 
rail continues to exceed last 
year's levels, according to num- 
bers released at the Metra Board 
of Directors meeting. May 1994 
ridership was 5.7 percent higher 
than May of 1993, with an actual 
increase of almost 340,000 pas- 
senger trips. It marked the fifth 
consecutive month of 1994 hi 
which ridership topped compa- 
rable inoiiths of 1993. "^ ' 

"The reliability and conve- 
nience of our trains, compared to 
highway travel, is the -primary 
reason why our ridership con- 
tinues to {increase," said Metra 
Chairman Jeff Ladd. 

Ten of 11 Metra routes re- 
ported a gain in ridership. Me- 
tra/Burlington Northern re- 



ported the largest numerical gain 
in passenger trips at 103,036, with 
Metra/ Chicago & Northwestern 
North Line second at 52,147. 
Metra/Milwaukce District West 
Line reported a gain in passenger 
trips of 43,358, a 9.8 percent 
increase from May of 1993 — sec- 
ond only to Metra/ Buriington 
Northem at 10.1 percent. 

Factors believed to have con- 
tributed to the large gains include 
increasingly congested highway 
conditions on the Eisenhower 
Expressway, as well as reconstruc- 
tion on the Kennedy Expressway. 
"The traveling public is also 
becoming increasih^y more aware 
that the price of a Metra ticket is a 
bargain when compared to the 
cost of commuting by car," Ladd 
added.

.time, some merchants argued. that a downtown 
\ library would be the ruination of the business dis- 
trict library officials argued just as vociferously that 
it made sense that when someone picked up a book 
they also stopped by for a tube of toodipaste, a gal- 
lon of paint or a loaf of bread. 

The location rhubarb disttnbingly has degenerat- 
ed into a conflict between oldtimers fighting for a 
downtown location and newcomers preferring a 
park-like setting which was offered in a referendum 
last November in a cooperative effort with the park 
district The debate is being played out amid an on- 
going feud between the two taxiiig bodies that is 
cbnfijsing and wasteful. 

Dbrary officials acted in haste when they ear- 
. marked a downtown location next to railroad tracks 
for the new library without proper public input. A 
truce is in order before Grayslake's Center St is 
turned into a sort of Gaza Strip.

On Nov. 9, 1947, news writer Clayton Kirkpatrick wrote 
an editorial opinion ("Buses Superior to Street Cars; This 
Tells Why") explaining why the Chicago Transit Authority 
was spending $150 billion to substitute buses for 3,000 
street cars and abandon 700 miles of track by 1957. 

Kirkpatrick stated that three of the city's top authori- 
ties on traffic movements considered street cars "...a dan- 
gerous impediment to traffic— an Impediment that may 
be eliminated by substitution of motor or trolley buses." 

One of the three exports, George W. Barton, was quot- 
ed as saying, "The principal objection to the street car is 
that it is an obstacle in the middle of the street where it is 
desirable to have traffic move and move rapidly. l\\c bus, 
on the other hand, operates next to the curb and leaves 
outer traffic lanes open for unintcrmptcd traffic flow." 
• Now, almost 50 years later, politicians and special 
interest groups are falling over themselves to saddle 



downstatc and suburban taxpayers with of all things, , a 
street car project— a billion dollar boondoggle featuring 
nineteenth-century technology — and the firm George 
Barton co-founded, Barton-Aschmaim Associates, is rec- 
ommending this trolley project as the "preferred alterna- 
tive." 

This is not a viable project, which is why no private 
firm would sink its own capital into this project Once the 
billion dollars (including bond interest) is poured into the 
project, that money is gone forever. It will not be 
recouped. If private funds were used to finance this use- 
less project, I would have no objection, but, as usual, it is 
taxpayers who would be stuck with the bill for a project 
unacceptable to the private sector. 

Aruiual operating and maintenance costs are estimat- 
ed to be $8.5 million (compared with $4.4 million that new 
buses would require). Tlic added annual operating deficit 
would start at $1.6 million and would also be subsidized 
by taxpayers. 

The Chicago trolley would take taxpayers for a very 
expensive ride, and the land speculators, financial institu- 
tions and polhically cotmectcd contractors reaping wind- 
fall profits would be collecting the fares. 

Governor Edgar should publicly oppose this shameless 
assault on taxpayer's pocketbooks and work to defeat the 
state portion of the funding intended for construction. If 
the governor will oppose state funding, this trolley project 
will be transported into the oblivion it so richly deserved.

researchers to study glacial sta- 
bility and global warming at 
Glacier Bay, Alaska. 

The project' dubbed "Alaska 
Bound," iyUI bring Mundeleln 
High School students' with vari- 
ous academic skills to Glacier Bay 
for the research project In 1996. 

Jackson, was one of only, five 
teachers in the nation to be 
inducted into the National 
Teacher's Hall of Faitic in 1993. 

"He is very dedicated to his 
students. - Teaching Is his life," 
said his wife, Judy Jackson, hold- 
ing back her emotion at his 
accornplishmcnt. "He is very 
determined. This was for the stu- 
dents."

.Chocolates from Belgium, coconuts from Mexico, cheese Irom 
Switzerland. Food items can be the most practical gifts to bring home from 
your journeys. If youVe ever received an oversized Mexican sombrero from 
some relative who Insists it would look great on the wail in your den, you'll 
understand what I mean. But which of those detectable edibles wilt be 
allowed to return with you? 

Safe chotees are bakery goods and candies. Fully cured cheeses such as 
Muenster, Cheddar, Stilton and others, are "allowed. Coconuts are O.K. if 
they do not have ttie husks. Dried foods such as coffee, tea or dried nuts will 
paJss. Fruit is only allowed if it Is dried or canned and processed, but it must 
still be declared. Canned meats are O.K. only if they are cooked to be 
shelf-stable and hermetically sealed. Jams and jellies, dried spices and 
canned or processed vegetables are also allowed.' 

On the forbidden side, we have uncured cheeses such as RIcdtta, cottage 
cheese and Chevre, as well as other dairy products. Bacon and sausage, as 
well as any meat not treated as previously described and fresh fruits or 
vegetables are not allowed. 

The U.S. is a little more liberal when your travel takes you to one of our 
neighboring countries. You can bring back fresh fmit from Canada, as well 
as most kinds of meats. Your visit to Mexico will allow you to bring back 
bananas, lemons, limes, melons, pineapples and some other fruits. Meats, 
with the exception of pork and poultry, will also clear the border from Mexico. 

While you won't have to dear customs on your return home from Hawaii, 
the Dept. of Agriculture will want to make sure those beautiful flower lels are 
O.K. They must be treated and approved first. Pineapples and other fruits 
must also be approved for transport to the mainland.

"We also purchased an 
option to develop 20 acres to the 
west of the Super IC develop- 
ment," said Larry Tucker, Vice 
President of the Northbrooki 
based developer.

If 
taken, the plans call for a 200,000 
square -foot retail site including 
outlots. For now, construction of 
the Super K is on schedule for the 
February 1995 opening.

as the ISBA's 1 18th president. 

Decker hopes to focus his 
administration on merit selection 
for judges. "The people who arc 
called on to vote, do not know the 
Judges," , explained Decker. 
Currently, judges arc selected by 
voters and Decker believes that 
nonpartisan selection of candi- 
dates evaluated by panels of 
lawyers and non-lawyers will net 
the highest quality judges. 

During elections, most voters 
are unfamiliar with the judicial 
candidates. State and local bar 
associations often provide candi- 
date evaluations to help inform 
voters, but many times these 
infonnation sheets are ignored. 
Without adequate information, 
voters may select judges based on 
surnames, gender, or race. 
Which, unfortunately, does not 
always yield the best candidates. 

As a result of the selection 
process, Decker believes many 
qualified candidates do not even 



attempt to nin for the available 
.spots. "A judge is different from 
the. legislature," said Decker. 
"This campaign and election 
process often precludes good 
attorneys from running. Even the 
best of candidates realize it can 
be a crap-shoot and just don't 
jjother to nm. 

"The - primary thing is to 
attract the best candidates for 
judges," Decker continued. 

Another issue Decker would 
like to address during his year as 
chief is the time and expense 
involved in civil litigation. "The 
process of pre-trial discovery has 
at times gotten too excessive and 
has been abused," said Decker. 

Decker has several, ideas to 
relieve the situation such as 
allowing the presiding judge 
greater discretion to limit or bar 
the use^ of expert witnesses. 
"Hired experts have become a 
cottage industry;" he said. "As a 
result, they increase the cost and 



time of litigation." 

Limiting depositions is anoth- 
er way Decker wants to stream- 
line civil cases. "Depositions - 
too many are tdcen," he 
explained. "They become 
unbearably lengthy. The villain is 
the billable hour." 

Annual billable hour goals, 
which many new attorneys in 
larger law firms face almost 
encourage dragging out discov- 
ery. The new attorney schedules 
as many depositions as possible 
in order to make yearly quotas as 
they work towards partnership. 

"The lure is not to do tiicm 
expediently," said Decker, "This 
presents a dilemma to young 
associates who arc required to 
make annual billing quotas. 

"A few law firms arc starting 
to do end result billing," Decker 
continued. "They arc billing on a 
result oriented basis instead of 
hourly, of course, allowing for

Earnest mpiiey: what to expect 

You finally find a home with all the amenities 
you have dreamed of; the perfect neighborhood, 
Just the right sized lot and a great location to 
shopping and the kids' schools. It's time to let 
the sellers know just how serious you arc by exe- 
cuting a contract to purchase or make an offer. 
Contractual law states that there must be a 
"consideration" or a money exchange. 

There is no universal rule of thumb about 
"earnest" money and how much Is appropriate, 
or what is good enough to satisfy the seller. The 
idea behind the earnest money is to show the seller that you are 
"earnest" or serious about your intention to purchase the property. 
Some agreements are set up to accept as much as five to 10 percent of 
the purchase prlc^ for the amount In many cases, the amoimt of 
earnest money was designed to cover the brokerage In the event. of a; 
default. There are listing agreements that state if there is a default, the 
earnest money Is spoken for to cover brokerage, and the balance paid 
to the seller. ' 

The question you must ask as a seller is "Is that cnou^ money to 
make me comfortable?" if that is the case, the seller must simply decide 
whether or not that is suitable for their needs. 

With FHA or VA offers, very little earnest money is required due to 
the fact that the mortgage amount is usually around 95 percent or 
more. That docs not mean, of course, that the buyer is not serious 
aboiit their intention to purchase. The idea is that a buyer will not be 
inclined to walk away from a transaction if there is a chance for sub- 
stantial loss in the way of earnest money. 

It is interesting to note just what happens to your earnest money 
once it has been paid. Very often, the initial gesture until the offer is 
accepted can be from $500 to $1,000. After a period of a certain amount 
of days, usually 10 to 15 days, the accelerated amount is due to be paid 
to die seller. This delay allows for all the riders to be paid to the seller. 
This delay allows for all the riders to be fulfilled, like inspections, attor- 
ney approval, or other contingencies to be settled before receiving the 
balance in full. Generally, these fimds^are held by the listing broker, or 
the attorney's for the parties. 

, It must be put in a separate account and not be "co-mingHed" with 
other funds. Many times the buyer will request that these moneys be 
put in an interest bearing account which benefits the buyer until the 
closing, so as not to lose interest in the interim. There is a rider form 
that must be endorsed by both the buyer and seller that the govern- 
ment is interested in to ascertain who made interest during a real 
c^tc transacribiii-Even though the seller does not bcnefii!;>fr6ni the 
interest, the* form requires their endorsement 

In the event of a default, the money is not easily returnable. .Both 
parties must agree to have the funds released. The real estate broker 
can only function as a "holding" entity and cannot pass judgment on 
its release in the event of a disagreement The real estate broker must 
protect these funds In an "escrow" account and be able to readily show 
the funds are protected for the benefits of both parties. 

Just remember that earnest money is "good faith" money, and is 
there to promote the confidence of the buyer for the seller and is held 
to consummate the transaction. On the few rare occasions a property 
docs not close, counseling from your local real estate attorney can help 
keep things clear.

contingency amounts ' for 

unexpected costs." 

Decker is also planning to 
form an. ad-hoc committee to 
propose legislation offering 
alternatives to jail for minor 
drug related legislation.

Help prevent additional lawn stress much as possible during the heat. 

More pines for the garden 



Hot weather of summer can put lots 
of stress on lawns and other turf areas. 
Take action to help lawns get through 
the heat In good condition. 

One of the first modifications for, 
summer should be to mow the lawn 
higher. A cut of up to three Inches (s 
suggested. If In doubt set the mower as 
high as It will go for ttie summer. Gross 
maintained dt a higher height of cut 
withstands heat better, dries out slower, 
usually develops deeper roots, and has 
less crabgrass Invasions than closely 
mowed turf. 

Summer rainfall varies from year to 
year, but Is seldom enough to keep a 
lawn green all summer. Lake County 
homeowners should decide early 
whether to water all summer as ttie 
lawn needs It to stay green or let tt>e 
lawn go dormant. Do rx)t let the lawn 
turn brown and then decide to water It 
back to a green condition, then allow It 
to turn brown, etc. This depletes energy 
reserves and stresses the plant. 
Dormant lawns need only or^-quorter 



to one-half Inch of water every two to 
three weeks to keep root and crown tis- 
sue olive. 

When watering, 'do It early In the 
day If at all possible. Water deeply and 
Infrequently, applying about 1 to 1 1/2 
Inches per application, depending on 
site variables. Be sure water soaks In. 
Watch for early signs of a need to water 
the turf. Including footprints remaining 
after walking on the gross and an over- 
all dark color of wilting turf. 

IVlost other lawn care practices are- 
best left until the eariy fall period. These 
practices would include fertilizing, 
thatch control, and applying weed 
killers. If applying fertilizer In early sum- 
mer, be sure to use a slow release or 
controlled release nitrogen fertilizer and 
keep application rates low. 

Seeding lawn areas Is also best left 
until early fall, rather than summer. 
Lawn grasses trying to get established In 
summer are competlrig with many 
annual weeds, along with the heat.

Slime flux, which Is also called 
Wetwood, causes trees to foam at cer- 
tain times of the year. Slime flux Is a dis- 
ease on many kinds of trees. Elm, 
maples, oaks, ash, linden, etc. can get 
this. However, it Is most often found on 
elms. The cause of slime flux is not 
known. What Is known is as follows: 

The sap ferments. 

Fermentation Is anaerobic (no oxy- 
gen) and thus smells. 

Tt>e fermentation builds up Internal 
pressure and can blow off the leaves It 
there Is no opening for the sop to drain 
out. .. 1 

Sap becomes extremely alkaline. 
. The alkaijrne sap can bleach out the 
bari< color if tt runs down the side of the 
trees' trunk. 

If the alkaline sop drips on to a root, 
too long. It will kill ttie root, even though 
the alkaline sap does not kill the root 



when the sop is still In ttie vascular tis- 
sue. 

There Is no chemical control. 

At one time, perforated lead pipes 
or galvanized pipes were put into holes 
drilled into the trunks on on upward an- 
gle to drain the tree. Usually the pipe 
was drilled a short way. below a bleed- 
ing wound. This was done to allow the 
wound to close. Eventually, ttw tree 
grew larger and the pipe became 
buried In the tree. 

The burled pipes could become a 
serious health risk when the tree was cut 
down. If a pipe Is used now. It Is usually 
plastic. However, no pipe is recom- 
mended. The cost of Inserting It does 
not justify doing It. 

The trees do not generally die from 
slime flux. If the trees do die ttiere Is usu- 
ally some other problem that causes 
the trees to die.

Driving north in Lake County on Hunt 
Club Road the other day I noticed a 
wonderful looking Scotch Pine on the 
berm for Gumee Mills StK>pplng Center. 
Judging by Its age, this plant had been 
around and was definitely the speci- 
men piece for the berm. I only wish they 
would have highlighted It more by using 
low groundcover under and around 
the drip line of flie plant. Instead of 
moss planting of Austrian Pines near the 
Scotch Pine. 

Another beautiful specimen, 
Lacebark Pine jumped out ■ at us the 
ott>er day as we were walking a nursery 
row here in Lake Count/. The tx3ri<, 
exfoliating in patches like a plonertree 
showed Irregular wNtish, brownish areas 
Interspersed; great back character. 
Patience Is a must for this plant since Its 
rate of growth Is very slow, Ttils plant 
prefers well drained soils and sunny 
condlflons and supposedly tolerates 
limestone. Its native habitat: China, 
1846. 

I feet I need to mentton some PInus 
fvlugo varieties that may suit your gar- 
dens for the Lake County area. The 
PInus Mugo "Gnon," broad, pyramidal, 
semi-dwarf variety developed In 
Boskoop, flie Netherlands, The PInus 
Mugo "Mops' is -Widely planted, com- 



pact globose and a dwarf form. For a 
very prostrate form rothlng matches 
the PInus Mugo var. pumlllo. It will get 
10-feet wide at maturity. A selection of 
this is "Esueld Select" and was selected 
from seedlings. For a yellow needled 
PInus Mugo, the "Wintergold' will really 
stiow off In ttie winter months with a 
nice yellow color. A nice bonsai plant Is 
the PInus Mugo 'Valley Cushton' flat- 
tened true dwarf. 

Another great pine for residential 
settings is ttie PInus Parvlflora 'Gtauca" 
a Japanese Ave needled pine which 
forms an open crown and shows a nice 
silvery-blue somewhat twtsted needle. 
The cones ore very showy and in targe 
quantities even on young trees. This cul- 
tlvor Is frequently used for bonsai, how- 
ever is fairly common In the lardscape 
orKl looks better with age. For smaller 
garden spaces the PInus Parvlflora 
"Glauca Hana' should be used since Its 
the dwarf variety. The showier the 
foliage, the more tM^sted ttie needles, 
the more contorted ttie stiape of flie 
plant, ttie more accent a plant will be 
In a garden. And the pine, like some 
people t know, get better and better 
with age.— by MIKE GRECO, landscapo 
archltoct, ownor of Mill Crook Nursery.

If, within the thirty (30) day period after publication of this ordinance, a peti- 
tion is filed in accordance with law, signed by electors in the District equal in number to 
ten (10) percent or more of the total number of registered voters in the district, asking 
that the question of levying such a .02 percent tax be submitted to the electors of the 
District, the question shall be submitted at the next applicable election, or at any special 
election called in acconlance with law. Said election shall be conducted in all particulara 
as set forth by statutes.

My salary is in the high 30' s with no bene- 
fits excc(A for paid holidays. My computer skills arc limited to 
WordPerfect which I taught mysctf when it flrst come out and my 
twss purchased our computer for the ofFicc. My typing speed is some- 
where in the high 50 wpm range, and t have been the right hand to 
(his soles professional for so long and now he Is moving out of state. 
1 cannot upn»l my fajnily and therefore I am seeking otlicr employ- 
nicRt. The interviews liiat t have been on have resulted in two offers 
of secretarial employment with very reputable coiporations, (names 
withheld). The problem is my salary. I am Hnding that both offered 
me a salaiy of S26-S28,S00 but I turned them botli down due to the 
low wages. Both corporations were surprised, they said, at my turn- 
ing down the positions, but I need lo hold out for more money which 
I am accustomed to. I don't feel I should settle for less. What is the 
going rale for a sccrctaiy with eleven years cupcricnce with only 
WordPerfect? Am I being unreasonable? What do you suggest? 
Thank you. J.K. - Libcttyvillc 

A! Dear J.K. No one likes lo lake a cut in salary If at oil possible. 
Tticre does come a lime, however, with cases of longevity, where one 
can iiic roily be priced out of ilic market this con easily be understood 
while employees usually receive increases in salary once per year, (he 
raises alter eleven years con add up, thus putting you in a saloiy cat- 
egory that exceeds current market. Currently (depending on the level 
of secrcloiy and excluding entry level), secretarial positions in our 
area range from S20-$3O,OOO. My suggestion is to realize that there 
arc companies out there that can utilize your talents and experience 
and not only offer you a respectable solary, bui benefits galore, which 
of course you arc not used to having. At this time I would suggest thai 
you wcigli out any and all offers with tlic bcncfti package looked 
upon as wages as welt. The two corporations you mentioned 
(although I held out their names), arc well respected when It comes lo 
salary and twnents. While you arc used to receiving only holiday pay 
for tlic past eleven years, you could now bcnent from receiving ben- 
cfils such OS Medical, Dental, Vision, Tuition, 401K, profit sharing 
and so may other bencflts out there that employers are taking advan- 
tage of lo boost employee spirit and producllviiy. Wliilc you men- 
tioned that you have turned down these two opportunities, perhaps the 
door has not slammed shut. It probably would nol hurt lo contact the 
individuals who made the offers lo you and (okc a chance that the 
positions arc still available. With a bit of explanation perhaps one can 
be yours. Let me know how it turns out. - Good LAick.
